ON PITTSBURG STATION 


Pittsburg, March 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A $14,000,000 pro- 
ject that will mean the straighten- 
ing of a street, widening of several 
others, an addition to a railroad 
passenger terminal, the wrecking of 
a freight house, enlargement of a 
tunnel and other miscellaneous items, 
to start in YVittsburg 


is expected 
April 1. , 

These tasks are included in the 
Pennsylvania railroad’s plan for the 
‘mprovement of its passenger terml- 
nal facilities, and it is. estimated that 
ten years Will have elapsed before the 
whole project has been completed. 
The major portion of the work, how- 
ever, or that which will have the 
greatest effect on train service, prob- 
ably will be finished within five 
years. 

Wil Speed Up Traffic. 

Just what the improvement will 
mean to the railroad was explained 
recently by Robert ‘Trimble, com- 
pany engineer, who said it would 
speed up passenger traffic in and 
around Pittsburg and would do away 
with delays that through trains some- 
times experience on their halts in the 
smoky city. To the extent that pas- 
senger traffic will be speeded up, 
freight traffie also will benefit, Mr. 
T’rimble said, although the new tracks 
and improvements will have no di- 
rect bearing on this part of the sys- 
tem’s operations. 

The first thing that will be un- 
dertaken will be the straightening 
of Grant street. This  thorough- 
fare starts on a straight line from 
the main business section of Titts- 
burg toward the Pennsylvania terni- 
nal. When it reaches Seventh ave- 
nue, however, it seems to terminate. 
standing in front of it is a 
freight house. Desite appearances, 
however, Grant street goes on, but 
it is necessary to go down 
avenue a short distanee before 
elusive thoroughfare is picked 
again. 

Under the railroad’s plan the 
structive freight house will he 
moved and Grant street will con- 
tinue unhindered on its course to 
the terminal. On the last stretch, 
from Seventh avenue to the station, 
the street will be widened from 60 
to SO feet.

HAZARDOUS FUTURE 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—Re- 
garded by many as in a dying condi- 
tion at the present time, the naval 
stores industry of the south faces na 
“hazardous future,” according 
statement issued by the department 
of agriculture. 

With the object in view of secur- 
ing a remedy against the rapid de- 


cline in the annual production of tur- 
pentine and rosin, the department 
has for six years conducted experi- 
mental work in regard to the meth 
ods of obtaining turpentine from the 
longleaf pine in the national forests 
in the south. 

“The tests indicated that th 
American method is best for the ma 
ture trees which can thus- be worke: 
fourteen years without damage, - but 
that for the _ second-growth trees 
which have not reached saw-timbe 
size the French method is suverior,’ 
it was stated by the department. 
“The importance of this informa 
tion is shown inthis: Whereas, since 
1820 America has led the world ir 
naval stores production and even now 
70 per cent of the world supply, ou 
virgin timber is being rapidly ex 
hausted. Hence, we shall have to de 
pend more and more upan secon 
growth timber for our turpentine 
supniy.”

The wedge which is to split the h 
suor bulwarks wide enough to admit 
prohibition is local option. At thetr 
secret meeting place, the dry leaders 
decided to devote four years to in 
tense propaganda and then to ask the 
next parliament, which probably wil 
provide a labor socialist governmens, 
to further local option. It was agreed 
that no prohibition headway coud he 
made against the tremendous opposi 
tion of the conservative governmen!

Philip Snowden, chancellor of the 
exchequer during the late socialist 
government, presided at the seer 
ineeting.

(‘hicago, Mareh 21.—Saddened, but 
undaunted by the havoe of Wednes- 
day's tornado, survivors of the catas- 
trophe in the storm belt of Lllinois 
and Indiana tonight prepared to emu- 
late the phoenix. 

With only half of the S00 dead 
consigned to hasty graves and hun- 
dreds of the nearly 3,000 injured still 
under care of doctors and nurses, 
plans were announced for rebuilding 
the devastated areas as soon as pos- 
sible, 

Three days of heroic endeavor by 
thousands of willing workers, spurred 
to their task by the desperateness of 
the conditions brought about by the 
tornado in its 300-mile sweep from 
the Missouri Ozarks through the Ohio 
valley, had wrought wonders when 
darkness settled over the scene to- 
night. 

All Homeless Housed. 

Every person had been 
housed manner. Food had 
been supplied for the helpless; medi- 
cines and other comforts had been 
made available for the injured and 
solace had been afforded the be- 
reaved. Probably all the slain had 
been recovered from the debris of the 
hundreds of homes destroyed, and the 
death total tonight was 808, with al- 
most as many dead identified. The 
total injured is 2,939. 

While few more bodies are likely 
to be found among the ruins, a nume 
ber may die of wounds. But it ie 
probable that some errors have been 
made in the checking of the dead, 
owing to the wide extent of territory 
covered and the overlapping of re- 
ports from nearby towns. Rescue 
workers are agreed, however, that the 
final total will be close to 800 for 
the five states effected, or only 5@

ers. Any system other than a 
rate of simple interest on small. loans, 
says the bulletin, is inequitable an: 
uneconomic. 
Under state supervision of indus- 
trial lending where the uniform small 
loan law is in effect interest on a 
small loan may. be charged only on 
the unpaid balance , that is only on 
the actual balance due for the aectnal 
number of days the money has been 
used, and the fate is fixed by law. 
This law is in effect, however, 14 
less than a score of states. Elsewhere 
small loans are made, not only at ex- 
tortionate rates, but the grate is on 
the whole amount of the loan, no mat- 
ter how much has been deducted at 
the outset for premium or advance in- 
terest, or how much has been repaid 
in installments. In addition, by 
a system of fines, fees and premium 
charges for renewals of loans, and 
other practices known as “pyramid- 
ing,” the borrower is made to pay at 
a rate which dwarfs compound inter- 
est by comparison. 
These abuses in industrial lending 
have been eliminated by scientific leg- 
islation, the extension of which to 
every state in the union is advocated 
by the bulletin. 


Real Estate Men 
Hear Fine Speech 
By Edward Arnold 


Fdward H. Arnold, head of the rent 
department of the Adair Realty & 
[rust company and chairman of the 
rental committee of the Atlanta Real 
I’state board, addressed members of 
the board at the luncheon held March 
19 at the Cecil] hotel. Hig subject was 
‘Comparative Retail Rental Valups.” 
Mr. Arnold’s talk in this respect was 
very interesting to members of the 
board. He dealt with retail rental 
values on the principal down-town 
business streets covering a period of 
10 vears. He brought out the desir- 
ability of real estate as an investment, 
showing that retail rental values dur- 
ing the Jast 10 years have increased 
practically 100 per cent, and at the 
same time showing that tax assess- 
ments on these same properties have 
‘increased in proportion to the rental 
values. 

Mr, Arnold impressed upon members 
of the board the handicaps that can 
be brought about by a eity over- 
building and urged members of the 
board to take this matter inte consid 
eration and, at the same time, he 
showed the necessity of a growing 
city like Atlanta having a norma! 
amount of vacant business properties 
so as to be able to meet the demand | 
in this respect. His talk along these 
lines was more than interesting and 
he furnished some important data 
sustaining the thoughts of his argu 
ment. 

At the luncheon J. H. Ewing, chair: 
man of the taxation committee of the 
Atlanta Real estate board outlined 
the petition that his committee will 
present to the tax committee of city 
council asking for a reduction in the 
license taxes charged real estate 
brokers in the eity of Atlanta and 
also requesting that the ordinance per- | 
taining to real estate brokers be made 
more rigid. Mr. Ewing stressed the 
importance and great need of this 
step and urged members of the board 
to give the petition full backing. 

Ward Wight, who presided at the 
meeting, took the opportunity to urge 
upon all firm members of the board § 
to use the word realtor in all their § 
newspaper advertising so as to enable 
each member to gain the full benefit 
of the advertising campaign the board 
is now conducting in the interest of 
the organization and its members.

ALL HOPE ABANDONED

Fairmont, W. Va., March 21.—A 
faint hope that some of the entombed 
miners in the wrecked mine of the 
Bethlehem Mines corporation may be 
reached alive virtually disappeared 
with the statement by R. M. Lambie, 
chief of the West Virginia mine in- 
spectors, that there had been no in- 
dication to support the belief.

Washington, March 21.—The pro- 
posed expedition of Kermit and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt into Turkestan has met 
with difficulties, it was learned here 
today owing to the refusal of the 
viceroy of India to permit the party 
to use the Hunza jass from India 
te Turkestan, It is understood permis- 
sion is being sought to use another 
route. 

The India government’s positon 
was based on the ground that insuf- 
ficient native carriers were available 
this year for such an expedition. A 
very large Swedish expedition, it was 
explained, has already entered Turk- 
estan by the Hunza pass, absorbing 
practically all the efficient carriers 
which, owing to the small population 
of that part of India are not plenti- 
ful. 

The viceroy it was said, suggested 
that the expedition be postponed un- 
til next year and that it should then 
consist. of as few members as pos- 
sible so as to leave part of the avail- 
able carriers for other British expe 
ditions which had applied for hunt- 
ing permits.

FOX FARMING SPREADS, 
10 WESTERN ALASKA. 


Nome, Alaska, March 21.—Foxm 
farming is fast being adopted by pros- 


pectors and trappers of the Seward 
peninsula as an additional means of 
making a livelihood, and promises 
good profits. 

A large number or permits have 
been granted by the secretary of agri- 
culture to capture litters of fox pups, 
with the mothers, to establish fox 
farms, and many litters of from 
eight to sixteen pups have been 
found, 

The other way of starting a farmis 
to buy breeding stock. This method 
is followed by those who wish to 
raise blue or silver foxes, as only 
white foxes are found here. It is 
necessary to ship the blue and silver 
foxes from southeastern Alaska to 
Seattle and thence here. One farm 
at Shismaref, on the Arctic ocean 
side of the Seward peninsula has 61 
pairs of blue foxes which were ship- 
ped from southeastern Alaska to 
Nome through Seattle and transship- 
ped from here on an Arctic ocean 
vessel. The animals weathered the | 
trip well and are said to be thriving. 

Attempts were made to raise foxes 
on small islands to avoid the ex- 
pense of fencing, but_this was found 
impracticable in the Bering sea and 
north of it because the animals 
escaped when the sea froze.

New York, March 21.—While a 
number of industria] issues were in 
supply at moderate concessions on the 


curb exchange today there was evi- 
dence of aggressiye buying in other 
sections. Public utility stocks main- 
tained a strong tone, being influenced 
to some extent by an advance of 10 
points in Carolina Power. 

National Power also made a further 
substantial gain, moving up 8 1-2 
points, to 230. Brooklyn Borough Gas 
was established at a new high for 
the movement with sales at 77 and S80. 
Most activity in the petroleum group 
was confined to the lower-priced group. 
Standard Oils were inclined to yield 
at the opening, which movement was 
continued, with declines of about 4 
point recorded in many issues. 

The curb market fluctuated over a 
wide range during the week, being 
unsettled in the first three days be- 
cause of liquidation of holdings car- 
ried in stock exchange accounts which 
were impaired by the heavy crumbling 
away of values on that board during 
the period of convulsive selling. In 
the last half of the week, however, 
there was a return of confidence which 
included even the radio issues that 
had been under continued pressure for 
two months, 

Some of the 


high-priced utility 
issues traveled over a wide range. 
National Power first declined 10 
points to 212 and then recovered this 
loss. Electric Bond and Share, after 
selling down to AT 3-4. moved un y 
points. Middlewest Utilities dropped
